Welbeck said he had decided to leave, after a lo ng 
and stubbo rn refusal, “ because my go vernment wants 
me to .’’ He said he wo uld make ano ther statement upo n 
his arrival at Accra, his capital.

UNITED NATIONS. N. V 
(AP)— The U.N. General As­ 
sembly to day rejected a de­ 
mand by Ghana that the 
Co ngo debate be adjo urned 
pending a full repo rt o n the 
clash 
between 
Co ngo lese 
and U.N. fo rces in Leo po ld­ 
ville. 
The defeat o f the So viet-backed 
mo ve o pened the way fo r a speedy 
decisio n o n a credentials co mmit­ 
tee reco mmendatio n that a dele­ 
gatio n headed by President Jo ­ 
seph Kasavubu be given the Co n­ 
go ’s vacant seat. 
The vo te was 34 in favo r o f the 
adjo urnment, 50 against and 13 
abstaining. 
It appeared to fo reshado w a vic­ 
to ry by the United States and o th­ 
ers suppo rting the Kasavubu del­ 
egatio n. 
Ghana's J. E. Jantuah said it 
was impo ssible to reso lve the 
questio n until it had full info rma­ 
tio n fro m o n the scene. 
“ We eanno t sit here in this as­ 
sembly and debate and discuss 
the 
seating 
o f 
a 
go vernment 
which has attacked this very o r­ 
ganizatio n,” he declared. 
It appeared Kasavubu was slat­ 
ed to win.

At least five so ldiers were killed 
and nine wo unded. 
Amo ng the killed was Co l. J. 
Ko ko lo . seco nd-ranking o fficer in 
the Co ngo army , the United Na­ 
tio ns said. 
The Co ngo lese army listed him 
amo ng fo ur missing. 
The United Natio ns said three 
o f its men were killed and seven 
wo unded. The Co ngo lese listed o ne 
killed, two wo unded, fo ur missing 
Maj. Gen. Henry J. Alex ander. 
British chief o f staff o f the Ghana 
army , dro ve up to the besieged 
residence to get Welbeck after 
reaching an agreement o n his de­ 
parture with Mo butu. 
Once they lett, the neighbo rho o d 
quickly returned to no rmal ex cept 
fo r battered Co ngo lese army ve­ 
hicles o n the streets. 
At the big military camp, Leo ­ 
po ld II. Co ngo lese so ldiers were 
repo rted screaming fo r revenge 
ho wever. 
“ Yo u have eaten o ur co lo nel,’ 
a Co ngo lese o fficer sho uted to 
Welbeck as the diplo mat was es 
co rted fro m the villa. ‘‘If this is 
true, we will eat all y o ur Ghana 
so ldiers.”

to a news co nference questio n; 
I am sure that he will.”

Cliffo rd said 
Kennedy had to ld him it will be 
“ no where near as large as it is 
under the present administratio n.’’ 
On President Eisenho wer’s im­ 
mediate stalf there are, Cliffo rc 
said, 51 perso ns ex clusive o f sec 
retarial and clerical wo rkers.

He served as county judge 
state 
representative, 
congress­ 
man, speaker of the U. S. House 
of Representatives and vice pres­ 
ident between 1896 and 1940. when 
he retired from public life after 
breaking w ith Franklin D. Roose 
velt. 
Garner has lived quietly since 
his

Roosevelt’s third-term bid, which 
provoked the vice president to tell 
a biographer "a president in his 
third and successive terms may 
not be a dictator, but he is the 
first cousin or half-brother of one, 
and lie will act like one.” 
He opposed recognition of the 
Soviet Union in 1933 and “ putting 
the government into business,” 
which he termed “ a violation of 
the nation’s industrial and com­ 
mercial fabric.”

Dr. Edwin Durno spent some $40.000 try ing 
to m ake Porter the blood brother of Khrush­ 
chev, Mao Tse-Tung and Fidel Castro, and 
succeeded 
in defeating him by a

idol 
in 
Latin 
America 
where 
he was 
among the first to stand up against dictator 
Trujillo of the Dominican Republic when other 
Congressmen were getting free rides to that 
country at 
T rujillos ex pense or receiving 
m edals from him. They defended him on the 
House floor against P orter’s attacks. 
As a 
result, when Porter visited Venezuela shortly 
after Vice President Nix on was nearly killed 
by a mob there. Porter was given a tum ultu­ 
ous welcome 
As of today , what the United States needs 
most is an alert American am bassador to 
Venezuela, a country nex t on the list to follow 
Fidel Castro toward communism 
In Caracas, 
capital of Venezuela, Communist strength is 
8 to 1 
As of now Venezuelan Communists 
a ie not tied up with Moscow, but could he 
very q uickly . 
The move to nationalize the 
great American oil companies of Venezuela 
is already under sub rosa discussion, and if it 
ever starts, technicians from Russia and Ru­ 
m ania would move in imm ediately to operate 
the American oil properties 
Castroism is slowly spreading through I^atin 
America, 
But in Venezuela it is spreading 
at a gallop. 
The Kennedy adm inistration will 
have to move q uickly to stop it.

Congressm an Adam Clay ton Powell of Har­

D epartm ent 
Powell was a strong Kennedy 
man this election campaign. 
F Bl agents are now investigating a docu­ 
ment which helped swing the Negro vote over 
to Kennedy —a copy of Vice President Nix on’s 
deed on his new house 
It contains a restric­ 


tive covenant clause which pledges Nix on as 
follows: 


“ No part of the land hereby convey ed shall 
ever be used, or occupied or sold, demised, 
transferred, convey ed unto, or in trust for, 
leased or rented or given to Negroes, or to 
any person of the Semitic race, blood or 
origin which racial description shall be deem ­ 
ed to include Armenians, Jews, Hebrews. P er­ 
sians. and Sy rians, ex cept that this paragraph 
shall not he held to ex clude partial occupancy 
of the prem ises by domestic servants of the 
occupants thereof.” 


This lease was circulated all over Harlem 
and referred to repeatedly by Congressman 
Powell in his speeches 
It had definite impact 
on the Negro vote, which had been reported 
veering toward Nix on 


However, the lease was circulated anony ­ 
mously . 
No nam e was attached, which ac­ 
cording to the Justice Departm ent was against 
the law 
So the FBI is now cheeking to pin 
the circulation of the lease on Congressman 
Powell 
Issue in ’52 Ca mpa ig n 
What will happen after that rem ains to be 
seen 
In 19 56, when Powell laced an income 
tax investigation, he conferred with Nix on, 
then arranged with Max Rabh. secretary of 
the cabinet, and Charley Willis, former as­ 
sistant to Eisenhower, to go to the White 
House, call on the President and then make 
an announcement from the White House steps 
that he wa« supporting Ike 
All this he did, 
though not many Negroes followed him when 
they went to the polls. 
After three y ears of delay , 
Powell was 
finally prosecuted lor the tax evasion. 
The 
jury tailed to convict. Now the FBI is on nig 
trail for circulating the Nix on lease which 
won so m any Negro votes for Kennedy . 
Note—In 19 52, Nix on's lease was made an 
issue in the cam paign, at which time it was 
ex plained that he did not know the restricted 
covenant was in the lease 
However, between 
19 52 and I9 60 Nix on purchased a new house 
and should have been on guard against sign­ 
ing a covenant 
He signed it any way . 
His deed was recorded May 21, 19 57 in 
Liber 10653, page 623 in the office of Recorder 
of Deeds, Washington, DC. Significantly , the 
card index containing the nam es of the sellers 
of property and the pages at which the deeds 
are recorded do not include Nix on’s name 
This m akes it harder to find. 
However, the 
deed is there just the same.

A development in Paris Monday 
provides a clue to Soviet inten­ 
tions toward the incoming U. S, 
adm inistration. It indicates a long- 
range. back-door attack to divide 
the United States from its North 
Atlantic allies. 


The P aris move carried a step 
further the Soviet attack on the 
structure of the United Nations. 
The Soviet delegation demanded 
that the U. N. Educational. Sci­ 
entific and Cultural Organization 
abolish the post ot its director- 
general and substitute a three- 
m em ber ex ecutive board, repre­ 
senting the Communist bloc, the 
neutrals and the West. 


This proposal was sim ilar to the 
one applied to the U. N. secre- 
tary -general’s office by Prem ier 
Khrushchev during his spectacu­ 
lar show in the U. N. Assembly 
last month. 


The proposal to abolish the sec- 
retary -general’s office got little 
support, even from neutralist na­ 
tions But the Russians have been 
bringing up the general idea of 
three-m an directorates time after 
time in various com m ittees and 
agencies of the world peace organ­ 
ization. 


To broach the idea for UNESCO, 
however, would seem to make lit­ 
tle sense, even for the Kremlin. 
UNESCO is supposed to deal with 
m atters largely outside the frigid 
atm osphere of the cold war. 
It is difficult to see what the 
Russians ex jiect to get out of their 
P aris proposal. 
What the Russians seem to be 
doing is serving notice that noth­ 
ing can be done toward easing 
world tensions by the United Na­ 
tions as it ex ists today . 
By persisting in their dem ands, 
and apply ing them in such un­ 
likely fields as cultural relations

among nations, the Russians for­ 
tify the impression that they hope 
to freeze the cold w ar permanen- 
ly into all U. N. organs. This in­ 
dicates a Soviet presumption that 
the cold war cannot and will not 
come to an end. 
Since the Russians seek to build 
into all U. N. organs a paraly zing, 
disruptive veto power, it would 
seem logical to assum e that they 
will not work within the world 
organization unless they can con­ 
trol it. Lacking much prospect of 
that for the present, they seem 
to want to stall any effective U N. 
operation. 
If the Russians have their way , 
this will mean summ its, summ its 
and m ore summ its. The indica­ 
tions are that they are now gen­ 
erating the steam for pressure 
they intend to bring against the 
adm inistration of President-elect 
Kennedy to push him into a top- 
level meeting in April. 
When 
Sen. 
Kennedy 
becam e 


the apparent victor in the U. S. 
elections, Khrushchev sent him a 
m essage say ing that “ the ey es of 
m any people are fix ed on the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. because the destinies of world 
peace largely depend upon the 
state 
of 
Soviet-American 
rela­ 
tions.” 
This seemed to ex press the idea 
that the only nations which can 
attem pt to settle world problems 
are the U S S R . and the United 
States. Should the United States 
seem to accept such an idea, it 
could arouse such distrust among 
A m erica’s allies that the begin­ 
ning of the end of NATO might 
he in sight. 
That is one of Khrushchev’s 
most cherished goals. His attack 
on the U. N. structure m ay be 
just one weapon in his attem pt to 
achieve it.

Only a sm all minority of the 
100-plus m en’s and women’s na­ 
tional fraternities are now' be­ 
lieved to have m em bership selec­ 
tivity clauses in their constitu­ 
tions. 
But fraternities with no 
discrim inatory 
m em bership 
re­ 
strictions have not crossed color 
or 
religious 
lines 
until 
recent 
y ears and then only in a few 
cases. 
For over 100 y ears college fra ­ 
ternities have been free to choose 
their own m em bers by whatever 
standards they cared to set, with­ 
out 
interference 
from 
college 
authorities. 
F raternities 
have, 
of 
course, 
been criticized for their snobbish­ 
ness and overem phasis on social 
life. 
But in few instances have 
they been barred from cam puses, 
once accepted. 
The q uestion of discrim inatory 
fraternity 
m em bership 
clauses 
cam e into focus after World War 
II 
Soldiers of all 
races and 
creeds had fought side by side. 
They got GI Biil of Rights schol­ 
arship grants and they went to 
college side by side. 
V eterans 
from the North play ed a promin­ 
ent part in raising objections to 
discrim ination in cam pus social 
organizations. 
Amherst College in 19 46 was 
the first to q uestion the right of 
freedom of choice by fraternities 
in selecting their m em bers. 
The 
nex t y ear Indiana University de­ 
creed that 
no new fraternities 
could he established on its cam ­ 
pus if their constitutions contain­ 
ed 
discrim inatory 
m em bership 
restrictions. 
F raternities already established 
at Indiana U. were not req uired 
to change their m em bership re­ 
q uirem ents, hut were urged to do 
so 
And this is the pattern of 
minimum action followed by nu­ 
merous other institutions, includ- 


ing Illinois and Ohio Wesley an, 
Southern California, Oregon and 
Washington State. 
A ccurate national data are hard 
to secure. 
But at least 37 col­ 
leges and universities have taken 
some action on this q uestion thru 
19 59 . 
There has been agitation 
for such action on 43 other cam ­ 
puses — a total of 80, perhaps 
more. 
Five of these protests have been 
led by fgeulty m em bers — princi­ 
pally the y oung social science 
professors who regard any form 
of discrim ination as undem ocratic 
and contrary to the highest edu­ 
cational ideals. 
At 17 other in­ 
stitutions the trustees have ini­ 
tiated action. 
On 21 
cam puses the 
student 
bodies them selves have protested 
and voted against discrimination 
in their fraternity chapters. 
It 
is the alumni fraternity m em bers 
who provide strongest opposition 
to "letting down the b ars.” 
In ten cases of record student 
active m em bers of chapters have 
defied their national conventions 
and national organizations on the 
determ ination issue and have had 
their chapters suspended. 
This 
has m eant that these chapters be­ 
cam e "local” fraternities or just 
boarding clubs with new nam es. 
The present trend of faculty , 
adm inistrative and trustee think­ 
ing on m any cam puses is to en­ 
courage sim ilar action by chap­ 
ters whose national constitutions 
impose m em bership restrictions. 
W herever this happens the local 
usually goes downhill because it 
cannot attract students who want 
the advantages and prestige of 
belonging to a recognized national 
organization. 
A recent development on some 
cam puses is the imposition of a 
compulsory pledging rule, guaran­ 
teeing fraternity m em bership to 
every student who desires to join 
such a group. 
Students not voluntarily pledg­ 
ed by the fraternities m ay he 
assigned to one by the faculty or 
college adm inistration. A chapter 
that does not take an assigned 
m em ber m ay he closed. 
Among the im portant college» 
and universities that have impos­

req uirem ents 
ara
